Prison Under 
Iron Discipline 


Montana Rioters 
Confined to Cells 


DEER LODGE, Mont. 
(AP)— 
Iron discipline behind their cell 
doors took the place of a 36-hour 
madness for 433 inmates of the 
Montana State Prison today. 
Armed 
National 
Guardsmen 
whose early morning blitz foiled 
a convict escape try and rescued 
21 hostages continued on duty. 
The soldiers and prison guards 
began a search of the prisoners 
Saturday, within hours after the 
uprising was quelled. Two convict j 
ringleaders died in the furious ac- j 
tion which ended the worst prison 
Incident in years. A deputy warden I 
was slain late Thursday. 
Warden Floyd E. Powell ordered 
the convicts to their cells, with­ 
out privileges, they are being giv­ 
en sandwiches and coffee in their 
cells. 
Powell said he expects to con­ 
duct extensive convict interviews 
to pinpoint the cause of the vio­ 
lence that began last Thursday. 
An estimated 15 convicts were 
said by officials to have planned 
and executed the revolt. Warden 
Powell described the rebellion it­ 
self as a clever cover for the pris­ 
oners’ efforts to tunnel to safety— 
an effort that failed when the dig­ 
gers ran into an underground con­ 
crete slab. 
The troublemakers, Powell said, 
have been isolated. They were giv­ 
en a change of prison clothe?, a 
bucks* and a mat ness. 
“Discipline is firm and tight but 
fair,” the warden said. 
One of the two ringleaders killed 
during

Jerry 
Myles, 44, was believed to have 
been d i g g i n g 
when 
National 
Guardsmen burst in under a "over 
of bazooka, rifle and machine gun 
fire. 
Myles and I^ee Smart, 19. re­ 
treated to tile prison’s northwest 
tower. 
There, Smart 
apparently 
killed his companion with a rift? 
shot, then took his own life as the 
troops closed in. 
The other victim of the revolt 
was Dept. Warden Ted Rothe, 40 
Smart is believed to have killed 
him with a rifle shot in the back.

Bolivia Chiels

LA PAZ, Bolivia (A P)*— The 
leader of Sunday’s short lived re 
volt committed suicide after bis 
rightist uprising was crushed, the 
government announced today. At 
least 22 persons were slain, and 
more than 50 were wounded in the 
course of the attempted coup. 
The government of this poverty 
plagued nation said Oscar Unzaga 
de la Vega, head of the Falange 
party, took his life Sunday night in 
a house in the outskirts of this 
capital in which he had hidden
